Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 17-28 (renumbered as claims 1-12) are allowed 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Regarding claim 17 (renumbered as claim 1), the prior art of record fails to specifically 
disclose method of creating an address directory in a decentralized radio network wherein the 
address data comprise a subscriber identification and a position identification allocated to the 
subscriber, which are made available to the other subscribers, are simultaneously with a 
payment of charges for the use of the decentralized radio network, the position 
identification of the subscriber is transmitted from the subscriber to a financial institution 
serving as a data acquisition station for creating the address directory and wherein as part of 
the paymentof charges, the financial institution debits an account of the subscriber accordingly.
